Union of Evangelical and Re­ 


formed Synode at Cleveland.

Protestant denomination—the Evan­ 
gelical and Reformed church—start­ 
ed its life today. 
Formed by the merger of the 
Evangelical synod of North Amer­ 
ica and the Reformed church of 
the United States, the new church 
has about 
700,000 
communlcapts, 
about equally contributed by the 
merging denominations. 
Forming 
of the Evangelical and Reformed 
church was visualized as “prophet­ 
ic of an ampler union still to be" by 
Dr. Samuel McCrae Cavert, gen­ 
eral secretary of the Federal Coun­ 
cil of Churches of Christ in Amer­ 
ica. 
He spoke at the first session of 
the new denomination.

He said the Japanese competition 
was serious because of devaluation 
of the yen. low wages and long 
hours for workers and cheap child 
labor. 
M. W. Hail of the Hail China

one made by his company and one 
manufactured in Japan, hut similar 
in appearance and workmanship. 
The Japanese product, he said, re­ 
tails for 59 cents while his own 
had a wholesale price of 75 cents.

Could War Bo Profitable? 
Chairman of the war Induatriae board dur­ 
um World war, Barnard M. Baruch, finan­ 
cier, knows the proportion* of war profits. 
He has talked about tham many times ainee 
hi* *ip*rl*Qce. 
He denied again th* right 
ta profiteer from war In an address to th* 
graduating class of the Army Industrial col­ 
lage last week-end. 
Mr. Barueh does not believe society la 
ready to abandon the profit Incentive, either 
In peace or in war. 
He does believe and 
insists that eociety 
should eliminate the 
profit incentive to war and private profit­ 
eering ta avant of war. 
"I want to put a 
ceiling over prices and profits, above which 
no prices and profits may go," he explains. 
Thereafter, a tax program must be enacted 
that w it take away, in totality, th# spread 
between the selling prices and the coats, 
plus a reasonable return. 
That Is what I 
mean by ‘taking the profit out of war.’ Then 
there will be far lees profit In war than In 
peace.” 
Mr, Baruch is sincere and capable. But 
one wonders, particularly In the light of re­ 
cent experiences with control, how he Justi­ 
fied a belief that the government can taka 
profit out of war. It the hope of profit were 
missing. It is unlikely that there, would be 
any war, In the first place. There la no dis­ 
cipline strong enough, certainly, to main­ 
tain price orderliness when hysteria is the 
rule of conduct in all other things. Con­ 
fusion la the order of the occasion. 
Profit la war is, of course, a grim para­ 
dox. 
The United State* Seemed to he get­ 
ting wealthy In the World war by spend­ 
ing it* own money. 
W hat really happened 
WM that It threw Into the destruction of the 
wa# billions of dollar* of wealth that never 


cab be recovered. 
The Illusionary prosper­ 
ity of the war period la the forbidding de- 
nett and general bankruptcy of today.

Mr. Baruch were to start with the premia*

Pittsburgh, 
were 
assembled for 
reader* in and about the Smoky 
City 
during the centennial cele­ 
bration of 133*. These Included the 
fact that th* firat aettled clergy­ 
man In it was Rev. Samuel Barr. 
He located within its confines in . 
1786. just 12 years before East 
Liverpool was founded by Thomas 
Fawcett. It was in the same year 
that was begun the erection of th# 
Firat 
Presbyterian 
church, 
th# 
structure being one of logs. 
The firet lawyers noted in the 
city 
were 
H. 
H. Breckenridge, 
Alexander Addison, the later Unit­ 
ed States Senator James Ross, and 
Georgs Wood*. It was in 1787 that. 
th# Pennsylvania legislature pass­ 
ed 
a 
law establishing a public 
school or academy in it. In 1813 
th* W estern University of Pennsyl­ 
vania was established. 
It was In 1797 that Jam es O Hare 
and 
laaac 
Craig established th# 
first 
glass 
works in the young 
town. They brought William Etch- 
baun) from the Schuylkill works, 
near Philadelphia, to superintend 
the construction of the factory. In 
1708 the tow ns first boat#, 
th# 
President Adams and Senator Ross, 
were 
launched in Pittsburgh to 
navigate the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers. 
From

ner system, leaving to prosecutor 
the "detective duty" now given to 
th e c o r o n e r s .

Recently I have received requests 
for special diets. Many desired a 
list of foods that would be advan­ 
tageous to sufferers from tubercu­ 
losis. 
The choice of foods for invalids 
demands great consideration 
and 
careful planning. After year* of re­ 
search work in the treatment of 
various diseases It has been de­ 
termined that the diet must he 
given special attention if cure is to 
he expected. 
In many cases 
pro­ 
per food I* of greater importance 
than medicine. 
Before discussing the diet in tu­ 
berculosis let me briefly consider 
the 
disease. 
Tuberculosis 
is 
known as the "white plague,” com 
monly referred to 
as 
"consump­ 
tion.’’ 
It is a disease likely to de­ 
velop In young adults if they are 
undernourished 
Women seeking 
to reduce, often diet so strenuous­ 
ly that thoy become undernourish­ 
ed 
and 
susceptible 
to 
tuber­ 
culosis. 
In recent years the num­ 
ber of yourn? victims of this dis­ 
ease has increased and it is prob­ 
ably due to unwise dieting. 
Common Symptoms 
One of the first warnings of con­ 
sumption or tuberculosis is presid­ 
ent cough accompanied by expec­ 
toration. Loss 
of 
appetite 
and 
weight, constant fatigue and pain 
in the chest, are other important 
signs. The victim Is srrawney look­ 
ing and emaciated. This is due to 
the general run-down condition. 
To overcome the loss of weight 
and emanciatlon 
it is necessary 
that a proper diet he followed. At 
one time forced feeding was advo­ 
cated. 
Milk and eggs were the 
chief foods given. Today, milk and 
eggs still have a vital place in the 
diet, hut many othqr foods are in­ 
cluded. 
A well balanced diet containing 
all the important food substances 
is an excellent diet to follow. The 
amount of food to eat and how of­ 
ten food is to he taken must be de­ 
termined by your doctor. 
A "Build-Up” Diet 
The chief purpose of the diet is 
to build up the body and increase 
weight. 
Foods rich in fat may he 
eaten. Those foods abundantly sup­ 
plied with all tile vitamins are an 
essential part of the dict. 
I cannot overstate Hie value of 
milk in the diet of the tubercular. 
Milk is an important food for every­ 
body. It cocains fat which is read­ 
ily digested and well received by 
the body In fact, next to egg yolk, 
It Is cne of the meat easily assim­ 
ilated forms of fat. 
In addition, vitamins A, R. and 
C are found, in goodly quantities in 
milk. These substances promote 
growth, protect the body against 
infection, stimulate the appetite, 
build new .issue and replace old 
tissue. 
Another 
Indispensable food In 
tuberculosis is the egg. It is rich 
in all the vitamins except vitamin 


I C. 
Its protein content is of great 
value in the normal functioning of 
the body. It promotes growth and 
development of the body. Import­ 
ant minerals and fat are abundant­ 
ly found in this food. Milk and 
eggs form the basis of the diet 
\ for the tuberculosis sufferer. 
Of course, other foods must be 
include in the diet, such as fresh 
fruits and 
vegetables. 
cereals, 


I chees, butter and bread. All kind* 
of soups may be given. Meats, fowl 
and fish should he included. Heavy 
desserts 
are 
not advisable but 
those made of 
milk, 
cream 
and 
eggs are both beneficial and tempt­ 
ing.
